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Assalam O Alaikum. 
Thank you for downloading this dictionary. I am putting it together for the students of the Quran as I explain below. 


Alhamdulillah, reading and trying to understand the Quran has been an area of my interest all my life. Over the years, my 
interest progressed from reading the translations of the Quran and browsing through a few Tafaseer selectively to trying 
to understand the Quran word-by-word and developing an intellectual sense of its main themes. During my pursuit that is 
ongoing I noted that the dictionaries of the Quranic root words either to brief or too elaborate. So, I decided to put 
together one myself one that was neither too simple nor too elaborate. It is a work in progress. So far, I have completed 
the root words of the first Arabic alphabet, Alif. InshaAllah, I plan to upload the PDFs of the root words by alphabet to the 
Archive.org website as I complete them. Once all the alphabets are done, I will create a complete dictionary of the root 
words and upload it as well. 


I am using four resources to compile this Quranic Root Words Dictionary. Three of these sources are dictionaries that I 
am using to extract and verify the meanings of the root words. The fourth source is an online source of Quranic lexicon 
that I am using as a source to identify various derivatives of the root words and the frequency of their usage in the 
Quran. 


1) The Lane’s Lexicon 

It is the most comprehensive Arabic-English dictionary available. It is based on 112 sources, mostly medieval ones, and 
has 8 volumes. Its primary author is Edward William Lane (1801 to 1876) but he died before he could complete his work. 
The last three volumes were completed by his great-nephew, Stanley Lane-Poole. 


2) Arabic-English Dictionary of Qur’anic Usage 

This dictionary is a “section” of the Handbook of Oriental Studies (Volume 85). It has been edited by Elsaid M. Badawi 
and Muhammad Abdel Haleem. It was been published by Brill in 2008 and is just over 1000 pages in size. It lists the 
Quranic root words alphabetically along with their meanings in English. It also provides various derived forms of the root 
words as used in the Quran as well along with the frequency of their usage and the meanings of the derived words. 


3) Dictionary of the Holy Quran 

This dictionary has been published by the NOOR Foundation - International Inc. Its first edition was published in 2003. I 
am using a reprint of its second edition that was published in 2005. It has been authored by Abdul Manan Omer, who has 
translated the Quran into English language as well. He also a subject codifier of Musnad Imam Ahmad Bin Muhammad bin 
Hanbal and an editor of the Encyclopedia of Islam. This is a dictionary of the Quran that lists the Quranic root words and 
their derivatives as well as non-root words (particles) along with their meanings. It is just over 1000 pages in size. 


4) https:/ /corpus.quran.com/ 

This is a well-known website that shows the Arabic grammar, syntax and morphology for each word in the Holy Quran. It 
is an open-source (GNU general public license) website that apparently was started by the Language Research Group of 
the University of Leeds. I used this website primarily to list words derived from the root words and their frequency. I have 
used this website for several years and am quite familiar with its layout. That is why I used it instead of the Arabic- 
English Dictionary of Qur’anic Usage to list the derived words and their frequency. I also used this website to spot-check 
the meanings of the root words derivatives against the main English translations used by this website. 


Two types of dictionaries are available to understand the Quran. The first type includes the general Arabic dictionaries. 
While such dictionaries may make references to the Quran and highlight meanings and/or uses of certain words in the 
context of the Quran, they do not focus on the Quran or limit themselves to the Arabic words used in the Quran. 


The layout of the dictionary is very simple. Each root word is identified in red color in a bold font. Below each word are its 
various meanings. Below the meanings and separated by a dotted line are provided the derived word(s) of the root word 
that are used in the Quran and their frequency of usage. 

Please note that I am not an expert of Arabic language. I am only a student of the Quran who is compiling this document 
using credible resources to facilitate the learning of the Quran. If you identify any omissions, please bring it to my 
attention by leaving a comment from wherever you have downloaded the dictionary.
